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Dear Reader,

On behalf of the State of Illinois’ Youth Budget Commission (YBC), thank you for your interest in A Fiscal Scan
of lllinois Public Investments in Children and Youth, Ages 8-25. We are excited to share the findings of our Fiscal
Scan for Fiscal Year (FY) 2021 with our partners throughout the state.

The Fiscal Scan analyzes and highlights funding for the 3.2 million young people ages 8 - 25 in Illinois. It is
designed around six developmental goals- Safe, Stable, Healthy, Educated, Employable, and Connected- that
ensure youth thrive.

This year’s Fiscal Scan shows little change in our investments in children and youth in the state of lllinois. While
our state budget has grown consistently since the end of the 2015 - 2017 budget impasse, total spending on
youth and young adults has remained flat, falling from 10 percent in our first fiscal scan in FY15 to 7.7 percent
in FY21. Our report also details where spending on specific programming has increased. Funding for Positive
Youth Development programs has increased 27 percent since FY15. Positive Youth Development programming
includes critical preventative services supporting youth as they emerge into adulthood. Even with this notable
progress, there is still an opportunity to increase our investment in children and youth in ways that—over
time—can actually reduce expenditures on more costly interventions later in life.

The high-level analysis of spending contained in A Fiscal Scan of lllinois Public Investments in Children and
Youth, Ages 8-25 is only one part of the total picture. As leaders, we need to listen to the youth of lllinois
who are the intended beneficiaries of the services examined by the YBC. Creating opportunities to include
their voice allows us to better understand what works, what doesn’t and what is missing. Our Commission
has taken an important first step to amplify the voice of our youth with the creation of a Youth Working
Group made up of 6 young lllinoisans from across the state willing to share their insights. They are engaged,
impressive leaders ready to partner with us to better serve youth across lllinois.

We hope this report can serve as an important snapshot of youth investment in Illinois. Thank you for your
interest in A Fiscal Scan of lllinois Public Investments in Children and Youth, Ages 8-25 and we welcome your
engagement as we work collaboratively across stakeholder groups to improve outcomes for youth in lllinois.

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Executive Summary

This Fiscal Scan of lllinois Public Investments in Children and Youth provides an

analysis of public funds from a lens of positive youth outcomes rather than the typical

agency-centered budget. Focusing on public investments in lllinois directly impacting

children and youth ages 8 to 25, this scan provides a record of how public dollars in

lllinois were spent in Fiscal Year 2021 (FY21)" across six developmental goals: Stable,

Safe, Healthy, Educated, Employable, and Connected.

lllinois spent $6.3 billion in funds for youth
services in FY21.The U.S. Census estimates there
are roughly 3.2 million children and youth between
the ages of 8 and 25 in lllinois, which represents 25%
of the state’s population.? For FY21, it is estimated
that $6.3 billion was spent in whole or in part in
programs and services reaching children and youth
between the ages of 8 and 25 (see Figure 1). While
the funds spent on children and youth in FY21 was
the same as the level of funds spent in FY20, the
state budget increased between FY20 and FY21
resulting in a smaller percentage of state funds
dedicated to children and youth—7.7% in FY21
compared to 8.4% in FY20.

The Stable developmental goal accounted for
half of the funding spent on youth services in
lllinois. Of the $6.3 billion spent on children and
youth in FY21, roughly 52% ($3.3 billion) was spent
in the Stable developmental goal. This includes
programs and services focused on ensuring young
people’s basic needs are met—both through direct
services to young people and indirectly through
financial assistance to families. Education funds
comprised 40% of the state’s spending dedicated
to youth (not including Evidence-Based Funding);
totaling approximately $2.5 billion.> Additionally, 4%
(247 million)* of funds were dedicated to keeping

young people healthy* while the remaining 4% of
the budget was dedicated to employment programs
and keeping youth safe and connected to their
communities.

Analysis of secondary goals (new for FY21)
showed a significant number of programs and
services under the Healthy and Employable goals
not previously identified. When considering the
secondary goals for each of the budget lines, the
areas of Healthy and Employable were significantly
impacted. While Healthy had only $237 million spent
on children and youth, the analysis of secondary
goals shows there is an additional $1.1 billion dually
impacting Healthy— increasing the total funds
spent in Healthy by 450 percent. Likewise, there

was an additional $182 million dually impacting
Employable—more than doubling the funds spentin
that area compared to just considering the primary
goal of the budget lines.

Over half of the funds spent on youth were for
intervention programs. Of the $6.3 billion spent
on children and youth in FY21, 53% ($3.3 billion)
of the funds were spent on intervention programs
and services. Prevention programs accounted for
31% ($1.9 billion), and Positive Youth Development
programs comprised 15% ($971 million) of the
funds. Additionally, Rehabilitation/Corrective
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programs comprised less than 1% of all funds spent
on children and youth while less than 1% of all funds
were uncategorized because they have multiple
purposes; meaning funds are administered across
service models.

More funds were spent on investments in youth
in FY21, continuing the upward trend. In FY21,
$3.3 billion (53%) of the funds spent on children and
youth were expenditures in response to a challenge
or threat to youth and children (funds spent in

the Treatment/Intervention and Rehabilitative/
Corrective service models). Meanwhile, roughly

$2.9 billion (47%) of the funds were investments
providing positive supports and growth
opportunities for youth and children (funds spent

in the Prevention and Positive Youth Development
service models). While more was spent on
expenditures than investments in FY21, investments
in children and youth have grown over time. In FY15,
57% of funds spent were on expenditures while only
43% were investments.

Investments in Positive Youth Development
increased in FY21, continuing the upward trend.
While the overall level of spending between FY20
and FY21 was the same, funds spent for Positive
Youth Development increased by $39 million—an
increase of 4% compared to FY20. Funds spent
toward Positive Youth Development have steadily
increased since FY15.

Executive Summary

The FY21 Fiscal Scan captures
limited expenditures from the
Restore Reinvest Renew (R3)
Program and the Reimagine Public
Safety Act, both which will be
featured more prominently in the
next fiscal scan.

The scan begins to look at how COVID-19
impacted spending. FY21 is the first Fiscal Scan
to feel the full impact of the COVID-19 pandemic.
An additional $1.4 billion was spent on programs
and services reaching children and youth from
supplemental COVID-related funds, such as COVID
relief funds and American Rescue Plan Act (ARPA)
funds. In order to compare the same funds across
time, COVID relief funds and ARPA funds were not
included in the main Fiscal Scan analysis. A separate

section at the end of this analysis details COVID
related funds spent on youth.

While more was spent on
expenditures than investmentsin

FY21, investments in children and

youth have grown over time.
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Introduction

Children's Home & Aid and the Governor’s Office of Management and Budget (GOMB)
partner to produce the Fiscal Scan of lllinois Public Investments in Children and Youth. This
partnership began with Fiscal Year® (FY) 2015. Children’s Home & Aid led the inaugural
scan for FY15 through private funding, and subsequent reports were funded through
GOMB. Continuing this work, this report provides an updated analysis of the public
budget for FY21.°

The purpose of the Fiscal Scan is to provide information about public funding streams

and funding usage from a lens of positive youth outcomes rather than the typical agency-
centered budget. According to U.S. Census estimates, there are roughly 3.2 million

children and youth between the ages of 8 and 25 in lllinois, representing 25% of the state’s
population.” The Fiscal Scan analysis presented in this report is a factual accounting of how
state and federal public funds were invested in youth in FY21.The report is designed to be a
snapshot of how state-directed public funds are utilized and does not make a judgement on
the efficacy of the investments made—whether positive or negative.

Figure 1. FY21 Investments in Youth
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Approach

To produce this Fiscal Scan, budget data was analyzed using the same framework and
methodology as the inaugural scan of FY15 investments. Publicly available budget data
from GOMB is the basis of the analysis.? In order to understand the impact of the budget on
children and youth, expenditures were organized by six developmental goals (see Table 1).
These goals collectively represent the positive outcomes youth need to succeed and are
aligned to outcomes in the Budgeting for Results framework.

In the Budgeting for Results process, agencies determine which Results Outcomes (Table 1)
are associated with each budget line. Historically, agencies picked only one Results Outcome,
which was then matched to the goal in Table 1 for the Fiscal Scan analysis. For the first time, in
this FY21 analysis, the budget data were further analyzed by secondary goals, allowing for a
deeper understanding of how these funds impact children and youth outcomes.

In addition to the analysis by developmental goal, the budget is organized by four service models. These

service models identify the types of services that children and youth receive (see Table 2). The budget data

were further analyzed by program types within each service model for the first time in FY21. Program types

were determined based on the appropriation and program descriptions for each budget line.

Additionally, the FY21 analysis explored the nuance between “expenditures” and “investments” in children

and youth. Previous fiscal scans used these two terms interchangeably. In this FY21 Fiscal Scan, we use the

following definitions:

Expenditures: Funds spent because the State needed to respond to a challenge or threat for youth and

children. Expenditures are comprised of funds spent in the Treatment/Intervention and Rehabilitative/

Corrective service models.

Investments: Funds spent to provide positive supports and growth opportunities for youth and

children. Investments are comprised of funds spent in the Prevention and Positive Youth Development

service models (see Figure 2).

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The underlying data for the Fiscal Scan analysis is the public state budget dataset produced by GOMB. As

a result, only funds flowing directly through the State of lllinois were included. This included state funds

and federal funds awarded to the state to distribute through formulas or other criteria. It does not include

any federal or other funds awarded directly to a municipality or community organization. The following

parameters were used to determine which budget lines were included in the analysis:

Funds must impact children and youth ages

8 to 25. The scan included any funds that could

be directed toward youth ages 8 to 25 even if

they also could be d
outside that age ran

irected to youth and adults
ge.

Funds were included or excluded based on

the original intent of the funds. The original

intent of the appropriated funds was used as

the determining factor of whether or not they
are included in the scan. If funds were used for
purposes other than its original intent, it is not
reflected.

Operational or administrative budget items
were not included. Budget lines focused on
categories like managing facilities, printing,
technology, travel, or professional development

were excluded. The one exception is that the
Statewide Automated Child Welfare Information
System (SACWIS) was included from the
Department of Children and Family Services
(DCFS) budget because it is integral in the
delivery of services to children and youth.

Funds to provide foundational services

were not included. The analysis focuses on
funding identified as supplemental to the
foundational services provided to all lllinoisans.
Thus, Evidence-Based Funding for education
and public health insurance funded through
Medicaid were not included. These funds,
although essential to the overall spending
picture, are so large they overwhelm the rest

of the budget, complicating the analysis of the
other items. However, in some agency budgets,
it was impossible to separate out Medicaid
dollars based on how the budget lines were
funded. As a result, some programs and services
included in this review were partially funded or
supplemented by Medicaid dollars.

Budget lines were not subdivided or prorated.

If a budget line was identified as impacting
children and youth between ages 8 and 25, the
full budget amount was included even if the
funds could be used for individuals outside of
the age range.

Developmental goals were determined

based on Budgeting for Results outcomes.
The developmental goal assigned to each
budget line item is based on the Budgeting for
Results outcome identified by the state agency.
Developmental goals were aligned to Budgeting
for Results outcomes as outlined in Table 1.

Service models were based on the inaugural
scan completed for FY15. The service model
assigned to each budget line was based on the
service model assigned in the previous scan and
based on discussions with state agencies. The
service model assigned to new appropriations
since 2015 were based on research and
information from state agencies.

Expenditures were the primary unit of
analysis. Final expenditures were used as the
primary unit of analysis instead of appropriations
to show the actual dollars expended or invested.’
This approach is consistent with reporting in
previous fiscal scans. However, a secondary
analysis to look at the trend in appropriations as
potential insight into future funding is included
at the end of the report.

Limitations to the Analysis

Approach

The use of the publicly available budget data results in several limitations to the analysis:

Mix of funding streams makes a definitive
investment figure difficult to assess. While
some funds were clearly intended for children
and youth between the ages of 8 and 25,
other funds reaching children and youth were
designed to support a broader population—with
children and youth only receiving a portion

of those funds directly. For example, many
educational investments were for children
starting at age 5, and older youth aged 16 to
25 may have been eligible for employment
and other social programs directed at adults.
Additionally, other investments intended to
strengthen families overall provide indirect
supports to children through their parents and
guardians.

Broad budget items make precise financial
reporting impossible. The analysis included
all budget lines whose dollars, in full or in part,
supported children and youth. Agencies will
have the majority of their applicable funding
sources represented; however, there are funds

where the reporting was less granular than how
they are accounted for in individual agency
budgets where the funds can be broken into
smaller sub-items. For broader budget items, it
was not possible to identify the exact percentage
of funds going directly to children and youth
with the publicly available data. Thus, funding
amounts represent the full range of funding
available to children and youth, but actual
amounts spent on them, particularly for funds
targeting a more general population, vary widely.

Fiscal Scan analysis is two budget cycles
behind. This fiscal scan analyzes FY21
expenditures, which took place from July 1,

2020, through June 30, 2021. This means that
certain actions the state has taken since to
expand investment in youth (such as the Restore,
Reinvest, Renew Program and the Reimagine
Public Safety Act) are not accounted for in this
document, though will be accounted for in future
Fiscal Scans.
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Investments in Children and Youth

For FY21, it is estimated that $6.3 billion
(approximately 7.7% of the state budget) was

spent in whole or in part in programs and services
reaching children and youth between the ages

of 8 to 25. Overall, the amount of funds spent on
children and youth in FY21 was the same as the level
of funds spent in FY20. However, because the state
budget increased between FY20 and FY21, a smaller
percentage of state funds were dedicated to children
and youth—7.7% in FY21 compared to 8.4% in

FY20. Figure 3 shows how the funds spent on youth
compares to the total state budget and to the overall

budgets of the agencies with youth programs over
the time period from FY15 to FY21.

To compare the same funds across time, COVID relief
funds and American Rescue Plan Act (ARPA) funds
were not included in the main Fiscal Scan analysis. A
section at the end of the report explores the impact
of Covid-related funds on FY21 spending on children
and youth.

Twenty-one agencies spent funds on children
and youth in FY21: the same agencies as in the
FY20 Fiscal Scan. As in previous years, the top four

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agencies account for 90% of the funds spent on
children and youth. These include the lllinois State
Board of Education (ISBE), the Department of Human
Services (DHS), the Department of Child and Family
Services (DCFS), and the lllinois Student Assistance
Commission (ISAC). See Figure 4.

Table 3 shows the total investments in youth
programs by agency. Two agencies had more than
70% of their budgets allocated to investments in
children and youth ages 8-25:

« Department of Children and Family Services (76%)

« lllinois Student Assistance Commission (81%)

However, it is important to note that ISBE would
have a much higher percentage of its budget
represented if Evidence-Based Funding was included
in the analysis. Evidence-Based Funding is the
foundational investment the State makes in public
schools serving students in grades Pre-Kindergarten
to 12th grade.” If Evidence-Based Funding data were
included in the agency totals, ISBE’s percentage of
budget focused on youth ages 8 to 25 would be
approximately 90%. As noted previously, Evidence-
Based Funding was excluded from the analysis
because it provides a foundational set of supports to
children and youth (public education), and the scan
is focused on supplemental funds. Thus, its inclusion
would skew the analysis.

While total spending on children and youth remained constant between FY20 and FY21, spending within
agencies shifted. While 12 agencies increased spending in children and youth in FY21, nine agencies
experienced a decrease. Figure 5 shows the percentage change by agency for FY21 compared to FY20. Five
agencies increased spending by 30% or more: Department of Corrections (DOC), Department of Juvenile
Justice (DJJ), lllinois Criminal Justice Information Authority (ICJIA), lllinois Board of Higher Education (IBHE),
and lllinois Guardianship and Advocacy Commission (ILGA). Two agencies decreased spending by 30% or
more: Department of Transportation (DOT) and State Universities (multiple universities with scholarships).'?
Table 4 provides the details for changes in the level of spending with agencies which had a change of 30%
or more in FY21 compared to FY20. The Appendix includes a table with detailed budget information for each
agency, comparing FY21 and FY20 spending.

Investments by Developmental Goal

The objective of the Fiscal Scan is to provide
information about public funding streams from a
lens of positive youth outcomes rather than agency-
centered budgets presented in the previous section.
While 21 agencies spent funds on children and youth
in FY21, the level of expenditures and investments
across the developmental goals varies. Fifteen
agencies spent funds within one developmental
goal while six agencies spent funds across multiple
goals. Figure 6 shows how the funds spent by
agency spread across the six developmental

goals. The Appendix includes a table with detailed
information on the percentage of each agency’s

funds spent across the developmental goals.

Of the $6.3 billion spent on children and youth

in FY21, roughly 52% ($3.3 billion) was spent in

the Stable developmental goal. This goal includes
programs and services focused on ensuring young
people’s basic needs are met— both through

direct services to young people and indirectly
through financial assistance to families. Funds spent
under the Stable goal were split almost evenly
between treatment and intervention programs

and prevention programs, with a small amount of
funds dedicated to Positive Youth Development and
rehabilitative/corrective programs.

While the overall amount of funds spent on children and youth between FY20 and FY21 remained the same,

there was variance within each developmental goal. Funds spent in the Educated category decreased by $1

million, while Healthy increased by $20 million, Safe increased by $7 million, and Connected increased by

$1 million. Funds spent in the Stable and Employable categories remained the same between the two years.

Figure 8 shows the change in investments between FY20 and FY21.

In order to more deeply understand how the FY21 funds impact children and youth outcomes, an additional
analysis was completed for this report to analyze the secondary purpose of funds. In past fiscal scans, funds
were analyzed only by the primary developmental goal identified for each budget line. However, some
funds contributed to more than one developmental goal. In FY21, $1.3 billion of the $6.3 billion spent on

children and youth had secondary goals.

When considering the secondary goals for each of the budget lines, the areas of Healthy and Employable
were impacted the most. While Healthy had only $237 million spent on children and youth, this analysis of
secondary goals shows that there are an additional $1.1 billion dually impacting Healthy—increasing the
total funds spent in Healthy by 450 percent. Likewise, there was an additional $182 million dually impacting
Employable—more than doubling the funds spent in that area compared to just considering the primary
goal of budget lines. Figure 9 shows how the $1.3 billion funds with secondary goals are spread across the
development goal areas.
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Investments by Service Model

Of the $6.3 billion spent on children and youth in
FY21, 53% ($3.3 billion) of the funds were spent on
intervention programs and services. Approximately
half of these investments and expenditures were
Education related, and slightly less than half were
related to keeping the lives of children and youth
Stable. The remaining investments were in the
Healthy and Safe categories.

Prevention programs accounted for 31% ($1.9 billion)
of the funds spent on children and youth with the
majority of these funds focused on programs in the
Stable developmental goal. A small amount of the
Prevention funds were in the categories of Educated,
Healthy, Employable, and Safe.

Positive Youth Development programs comprised
15% ($971 million) of the funds spent on children
and youth in FY21 with most of the investments in
the Educated category. The remaining investments
fell in the categories of Stable, Connected,
Employable, and Safe.

Rehabilitation/Corrective programs comprised

less than 1% of all funds spent on children and
youth. Additionally, less than 1% of all funds were
uncategorized because they had multiple purposes,
meaning funds are administered across service
models. Figure 10 shows the investments by service
model and how the investments within each service
model were allocated to the developmental goals.

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Investments in Children and Youth

The change in spending between FY20 and FY21 was fairly stable across all service model areas except for
Positive Youth Development. Funds spent for Positive Youth Development increased by $39 million—an
increase of 4% compared to FY20. Funds spent toward Positive Youth Development steadily increased since
FY15. Figure 11 shows the investments by service model comparing FY20 to FY21. Figure 12 shows how

funds spent toward Positive Youth Development increased over time.

In FY21, $3.3 billion (53%) of the funds spent on children and youth were expenditures in response to a
challenge or threat for youth and children (funds spent in the Treatment/Intervention and Rehabilitative/
Corrective service models). Meanwhile, roughly $2.9 billion (47%) were investments to provide positive
supports and growth opportunities for youth and children (funds spent in the Prevention and Positive
Youth Development service models). While more was spent on expenditures than investments in FY21,
investments in children and youth have grown over time. In FY15, 57% of funds spent were on expenditures
while only 43% were investments in youth. Figure 13 shows the expenditures and investments in children

and youth over time.

Impact of COVID-Related Funds

For FY21, an additional $1.4 billion was spent on programs and services reaching children and youth

from supplemental COVID-related funds, such as COVID relief funds and ARPA funds. Figure 18 shows the
comparison of FY21 funds spent on children and youth between the standard investments included in past
fiscal scans and the additional funds spent in FY21 due to COVID. With the addition of COVID-related funds,
funds spent on children and youth make up 9.2% of the state budget. Figures 19 and 20 show how the
additional $1.4 billion in COVID-related funds are dispersed across developmental goals and service models.

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Analysis of Appropriated Funds

The primary analysis of the Fiscal Scan is based on expenditures. During the development of the inaugural
scan for FY15, there was debate over the use of appropriations versus expenditures. The argument to use
appropriations was it represents the State’s best assessment of what could be invested, given a full range of
priorities and commitments. In discussions with State agencies, it was discovered that appropriations can
grossly overstate the funding available. This factor is of particular concern for agencies expecting federal
grant funding. In such cases, an agency may request an appropriation that is 150% to 200% more than the
grant it receives. Thus, the final decision was to use expenditures. However, this report includes a brief look
at appropriations as they provide potential insights into future funding for children and youth.

Before examining trends in funds appropriated for youth, it is important to understand how appropriations
and expenditures compare overall. While appropriations are the amount that technically could be expended
for a given line item, appropriations do not always represent the actual funds available. This is especially true
for agencies who anticipate many grants. An example of this is shown in Table 8. This provides a comparison
of appropriations to expenditures by agency for the youth investments included in the FY21. While the FY21
funds appropriated on children and youth was roughly $10.3 billion, only $6.3 billion was expended.

Appropriated funds for children and youth increased between FY21 and FY22 by $1.6 billion, indicating
there may be an increase in funds expended in FY22. In addition to the projected increase in appropriations
for FY22, an additional $9 billion was appropriated in FY22 for COVID relief, compared to $9.4 billion of
COVID funds appropriated in FY21. Figure 21 provides a comparison of FY21 and FY22 appropriations.

During the development of the inaugural scan on Fiscal Year 2015, there was debate over the use of appropriations versus
expenditures. The argument to use appropriations was that it represented the State’s best assessment of what could

be invested, given a full range of priorities and commitments. In discussions with state agencies, it was discovered that
appropriations can grossly overstate the funding that is actually available. This factor is of particular concern for agencies that
expect federal grant funding. In this case, an agency may request an appropriation that is 150% to 200% more than the grant
